Soviet Union, would give consideration at. the tine of his 
scheduled return to the United States in late February,. 
1964, to stopping off in Cuba. Hall felt that this could 
be. of benefit in restoring good relations between the CP, 
USA and the United Party of the Socialist Revolution of 
Cuba, 


In late November, 1963, in discussing such a trip 
to Cuba, Henry Winston stated that he had now decided that 
he would not stop off in Cuba when he returned to the United 
States probably in late February, 1964. Winston remarked 
that although he recently had been to and spoken before an 
audience of approximately 400 people, consisting of Cuban 
governnental officials and students in the Soviet Union, 
at the Cuban Embassy in Moscow and had been warmly received 
and that the greetings he had prepared in connection with 
the anniversary of the 26th of July Movement had been reprinted 
in the Cuban press, he had never received an official invitation 
to visit that country. Although he had made his desires known 
that he would like to visit the country, the most he had received 
was an unofficial, informal, open invitation to come to that 
country. - ;
